IN THE OLDEN DAYS. 

Equal Suffrage Obtained Among the 
Norsemen In the Viking Age. 

Many of the women of today who 
pride themselves upon being “modern” 
and "advanced” and who are making 
such a brave struggle to obtain rights 
and privileges which certainly should 
be theirs without any contention would 
be surprised to know how far equal 
suffrage obtained among the old Norse¬ 
men In the age of the vikings. 
Rough and violent as they were In 
those days, they had a respect for 
woman, and their laws were made to 
protect her and to give her an In¬ 
dependence she had not possessed 
through the succeeding centuries. At 
fifteen the woman of the viking period 
became of legal age and was allowed 
to transact her own affairs of busi¬ 
ness. She owned property In her own 
right, which, after her marriage, still 
remained her own. After one year of 
marriage a man and his wife became 
partners, and whatever was acquired 
in the way of lands, stock and other 
property w r as owned jointly, and the 
husband could not sell nor move it to 
another town or country without the 
wife’s consent. This would seem a 
beatific state to those women of Eng¬ 
land whose husbands, legally entitled 
to do so, take from their scanty earn¬ 
ings and dispose of them without a 
“by your leave" or “thank you." 

In marriage the viking maid could 
not be coerced. Although the men of 
her family could offer their advice, 
she was not bound to take It Mar¬ 
riage was a civil compact only, and. 
while even in those faroff times the 
bride had a dowry, the groom had to 
set against this a countergift. After 
the wedding the wife became her hus¬ 
band’s companion, and both at home 
and In the community her counsels 
were of great weight.

The New Complexion. 


“What a splendid color you have!” 
said one of the girls who met at a 
fashionable soda fountain after not 
having seen each other for a month or 
»o, “Have you been away on your va¬ 
cation ?” 

“Oh, no,” the other replied. "I’ve 
been at home right along.” 

“It certainly agrees with you. You’re 
not rouged?” the other asked tenta¬ 
tively. 

The second girl laughed. “Not a sus¬ 
picion,” she replied, rubbing her cheek 
with her handkerchief, under which 
the blood came mantling to the spot 
in a charming color. “It’s all the new 
way I wash my face. I wash my face 
in ice.” 

“Ice? You mean ice water?” the en 
vious one said. 

“No, I mean ice, and I’ll tell you how 
I do it. One reason so many of us 
have no color in our faces is because 
our circulation Is bad. In spite of what 
the critics say of us, women seldom 
do anything to bring the blood to their 
cheeks, so I studied out the following 
plan: Every morning, after I have had 
my morning exercise to wake me up, 
I take a small piece of ice and wash 
my face with it. I go over every spot 
of my face and neck with it until the 
piece is entirely gone. As I begin with 
a piece about half the size of my fist 
you can see I get a nice chilling. When 
the ice is melted I rub my face briskly 
with a Turkish towel until it is quite 
dry. 

“My dear, you feel fine. It is aw 
fully cooling in the first place, and it 
makes you feel very lively. For a 
minute or two you are red, like a frost 
bitten apple: then that fades away 
into the nicest color. You see, the ice 
not only helps the circulation, but it 
acts like a tonic on the muscles and 
takes away that distrssing sagging of 
the face that so many of us have.” 

“Well,” said the other girl, "I’ve been 
paying $2 a bottle for a face tonic, as it 
is called, and it hasn’t done for me 
what your humble piece of ice has for 
you. After this I’m going to look for 
my cosmetic in the refrigerator.” 


To Whiten the Teeth. 

To whiten the teeth an excellent pow¬ 
der is made by mixing one ounce of 
chloride of lime, ten ounces of prepared 
chalk, a half ounce of Feruvian bark 
and one teaspoonful of myrrh. This 
should be used once a day until the 
teeth are sufficiently white, when it is 
best to discontinue it for an ordinary 
tooth paste. 

To remove tartar, the disfiguring and 
obstinate yellow discoloration which 
forms at the base of the teeth, try dip 
ping the brush in powdered magnesia 
and rubbing it up and down over the 
teeth as well as across. Dental floss 
should be drawn between the teeth 
at least twice a week to keep them 
free from food obstructions, such as 
bits of meat gristle or the seeds of her 
ries. 

One of the most satisfactory and ben 
eficial mouth washes is peroxide of 
hydrogen. Many object to its use be 
cause of the peculiar sensation known 
as “spitting cotton,” present only when 
peroxide Is particularly active. To 
counteract this effect neutralize the 
wash with another made by dissolving 
common baking soda in water. Perox 
lde of hydrogen is both a deodorant and 
an antiseptic and is one of the in 
dispensable remedies to be Included 
In every medicine chest. 


Sloop and Beauty. 

It 
is the coaling station of time, where 
we store enough fuel to take us 
through the hours to come. When the 
supply of fuel runs low we are com¬ 
pelled to trundle along at half speed.

Insomnia 
is often the result of Irregularity of 
sleeping hours.

For the yellowish skin nothing is sc 
satisfactory as fruit Juices, and the 
woman who pins her faith to this de¬ 
lightful remedy will surely reap the 
reward of her trust in nature. 

Fruit juices are beneficial principally 
in that they stimulate the sluggish liv¬ 
er to renewed activity, thus throwing 
off the poisons which accumulate, and 
are distributed along the surface of 
the skin. 

Orange juice poured into a cup of hot 
water and taken before breakfast each 
morning brings almost immediate re¬ 
sults. Grapefruit has much the same 
effect, but should be taken more spar 
ingly, the juice of half a fruit to one 
fourth of a cup of hot water being the 
correct proportion. 

Peaches, plums, grapes, raspberries 
blackberries, cherries, lemons, limes, 
til offer excellent opportunities to pur 
sue the fruit Juice cure. 


VICTORIAN COIFFURES. 


In Paris They Are Wearing Curie of 
the Second Empire. 

We must be Victorian with our head 
as well as our feet Over In Paris 
they are wearing ringlets—“les an- 
glalses" they call them, though the curl 
of former days was as popular with 
the subjects of Empress Eugenie as 
with those of Queen Vic. 

The ringlet today is more easily 
achieved than in the sixties. It is 
bought and pinned in. Those for day 
are not so long as those worn in the 
evening, so have two sets of curls. 

One of the coiffures to be worn with 
a hat has a short single ring, quite 
full and thick, back of each ear and a 
third at the back under a chignon that 
comes low on the neck in the form of 
puffs or an oval arrangement of plaits. 

For evening a coquettish arrange¬ 
ment is to wear a bunch of three or 
four ringlets back of the left ear, the 
longest reaching to the shoulder. The 
front hair is parted and loosely brush¬ 
ed back and rolled In a thick, loose 
knot at the back of the head.

W. C. Sharpstein, chairman of the 
campaign committee, presided at the 
conference, which was attended by J. 
H. Coleman, Paul Pinckney, \V. R. 
Roberts of San Mateo, W. J. Martin of 
this city, and Leslie E. Burks and 
Victor J. Robertson of the executive 
committee. 

Plans were outlined at the confer¬ 
ence for a series of meetings to be held 
in San Mateo county, at which the 
details and advantages of the proposed 
amendment will be placed before the 
voters. 

“This movement for the amalgama¬ 
tion of cities about the bay,” said 
Sharpstein, “had its origin in the de¬ 
sire of the suburban communities to 
participate in the government of the 
metropolis in the aitiairs of which 
from every standpoint they are most 
vitally concerned. Under existing 
laws the city and county of San Fran¬ 
cisco cannot respond to the pressure of 
its contiguous territory to extend its 
limits. 

“The communities of the Peninsula, 
however closely connected with the 
city, are barred from participation in 
its government and the benefit of its 
advantages by the present law. The 
resident of San Mateo county whose 
business interests are all in San Fran¬ 
cisco, and whose welfare is dependent 
upon the welfare of the city, at pres¬ 
ent has no more voice in the city’s 
government than a dweller in New 
York City. It is this condition the 
amendment and the legislation it will 
make possible it will correct. 

1 The fact should be emphasized 
that the amendment is not designat¬ 
ed to permit San Francisco to ‘gobble’ 
its neighbors. I t is merely an enab¬ 
ling act making possible the federa¬ 
tion of contiguous cities and counties, 
and absolutely preserving to each com¬ 
munity its local autonomy. And 
amalgamation only is possible when 
the individual community voles for 
such federation.” 

In addition to the campaign of edu¬ 
cation to be conducted in San Mateo 
county,the same plan is to be followed 
in Marin county and throughout the 
stale. Speakers will visit the voting 
centers north and south and explain 
the aims of the amendment and the 
crying need for laws that will permit 
the growth and expansion of the met¬ 
ropolitan areas of the state.

President Taft made a direct plea in 
Beverly, Massachusetts, last Saturday 
to republicans to vote the republican 
ticket and not desert the party at the 
polls in November in order to defeat 
the third party and Roosevelt. 

It was the first prepared political 
address he has made since his speech 
accepting the Chicago nomination. It 
was delivered from a temporary stand 
erected on the grounds at Parramatta 
before the republican clubs of Essex 
county and residents of Beverly. 

The speaker devoted particular at¬ 
tention to the third party, for the first 
time since its formation. He men¬ 
tioned Roosevelt and Governor Wilson 
several times by name in connection 
with their views on political or eco¬ 
nomic subjects. 

“There is one issue in this campaign 
of even greater fundamental and per¬ 
manent importance to the government 
or the people than the tariff and pros¬ 
perity,” said the president, beginning 
his attack on the third party. “That 
is the preservation of the instructions 
of civil liberty as they were handed 
down to us by our foiefathers in the 
constitution of the United States and 
the state constitutions which were 
modeled after it. 

“A third party has split off from the 
republican party, not for any one 
principle, or indeed, on any principle 
at all, but merely to gratify personal 
ambition and vengeance, every new 
fad and theory, some of them good, and 
some of them utterly preposterous 
and impractical, some of them as so¬ 
cialistic as anything that has been 
proposed in the countries of Europe, 
many having no relation tOj national 
jurisdiction or policy, have been 
crowded into a platform in order to 
tempt the votes of enthusiastic sup¬ 
porters of each of these proposed re¬ 
form. 

“The new party is not united on any 
cohesive principle, and is only kept 
together by the remarkable personal¬ 
ity of its leader. 

“Were he to die the party would go 
to pieces, for the ‘cause’ of which 'so 
many glibly speak is utterly incapa¬ 
ble of definition in view of the crazy 
quilt character of the platform. But 
there is running -through the entire 
declared policy of the third party an 
entire willingness to destroy every lim 
Ration of constitutional representative 
government, in order that by short 
cuts, these various reforms, inconsist¬ 
ent as they may be, and many of 
them are with each other, may be 
accomplished by the decree of a benev¬ 
olent despotism, to be supported by 
the acclaim of hero worshiping, emo¬ 
tional, indiscriminating, superficially 
minded nonthinking people. 

“Fortunately, there is not the slight¬ 
est chance of the success of the third 
party. Its chief purpose is to defeat 
the republican party andneven in that 
there is now every possibility that it 
will be disappointed. It has been j 
suggested that republicans should vote ! 
the democratic ticket in orderj to de¬ 
feat Roosevelt. Men who do this^will 
act most blindly, for their votes, 
though unnecessary to defeat Roose- 
ielt, will aid the cause of the Democ- 
cracy with which they have no sym¬ 
pathy, especially in the policy of traf¬ 
fic for revenue only, bring a disturb¬ 
ance of business and an end of proper- 
ily. 

“ i’here is no need of our being put 
on the defensive. The tiood of unjust 
denunciations, to which the republi¬ 
can party has been subjected, has no 
real foundation. It is we who should 
be in the forefront affirming our 
right to continue to represent the 
peiple in authority in government be¬ 
cause of what we have done and be¬ 
cause of the assurance by what we 
have done, of what we have done, of 
what we shall continue to do in the 
future.” 


Civil and Military Forces Clash 
on Mexican Border 

In a clash of civil and military au- JIM 
thorities, Manuel Cuesta, Mexican 
Consul at Douglas, Ariz., Powell Rob¬ 
erts, chief of the Mexican Govern¬ 
ment secret service, and four officers 
of the United States Army were ar¬ 
rested and charged w-ith unlawfully 
entering the Hotel Mexico and as¬ 
saulting the proprietor or aiding 
therein in a search without a warrant 
for a rebel leader, whom they de¬ 
signed to take into custody. 

The names of the officers of the 
United States Army under arrest are 
withheld. It is said they are mem¬ 
bers of the Ninth Cavalry. 

The arrests are the result of the at- 
temps of the Mexican authorities to 
utilize the United States Army offi¬ 
cials where the county and State au¬ 
thorities denied them aid. 

A few days ago the county authori¬ 
ties were asked to arrest Juaquin 
Esquera, a supposed rebel leader. 

The county authorities refused to is¬ 
sue a warrant or make the arrest. 

Meanwhile, it is said, Colonel Guil- 
foyle, commanding the Ninth Cavalry, 
has received orders to arrest any 
rebel leader found on American soil.

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NEW POSTAL LAW 
SOON TAKES EFFECT 

Ruling on Circulation State¬ 
ment of Publishers 

Attorney-General Wickersham has 
sent to Postmaster-General Hitchcock 
a written opinion on certain phases of 
the new Federal law requiring daily 
and weekly newspapers and some oth¬ 
er publications to present to the 
Postmaster-General semi-annual sworn 
statements of circulation, ownership 
of their stock and bonds and other 
information, under penalty of denial 
of the use of the mails. 

The Attorney-General upholds the 
Postmaster - General’s construction 
that it is immaterial whether sub¬ 
scriptions are individual or in bulk, 
and that the provision of the law cov¬ 
ers the number of copies of a publica¬ 
tion distributed to certain paid sub¬ 
scribers by any means. 

Mr. Wichersham’s opinion, prepared 
at the direction of President Taft, 
does not touch upon the constitution¬ 
ality of the law, which is part of the 
Postoffice appropriation bill enacted 
at the last session of Congress. 

“We shall administer the law justly 
and impartially, as we find it,” said 
Mr. Hitchcock. “We are beginning 
to mail to 120,000 editors, publishers 
and others interested, forms to be 
filled out in compliance with the law. 
These will reach their destinations 
by October 1st, when the law becomes 
effective. Under the act they must 
be filled out and returned as soon as 
practicable. In the event of failure 
to comply with the provisions of the 
law, publishers may be liable to the 
penalty provided by Congress.” 

HUNTING RIGHTS ON 
FLY’S BAY UPHELD 

Navigable Stream Through 
Private Lands Open to Public 

Under a decision rendered by the 
State Supreme Court, fishing or hunt¬ 
ing on any stream that is navigable 
is not illegal, even though the stream 
encroaches on privately owned land. 
Hunting wild game is a privilege in¬ 
cidental to the public right of naviga¬ 
tion, rules the Court. 

The decision was rendered in the 
appeal taken by Edwin H. Forestier, 
owner of 302 acres of land at Fly’s 
Bay, from a decision of the Superior 
Court adjudging Frank Johnson and 
others not guilty of trespass for fish¬ 
ing and hunting wild game on the 
waters. Forestier’s title to the land 
was not questioned, but Fly’s bay was 
held by the defendants to be a side 
channel of the Napa River. It was 
also claimed that the channel was 
navigable and that as a navigable 
stream the State, in the absence of 
any Federal regulation, had control 
of it and the water was open to the 
public. The Court affirmed the de¬ 
cision of the lower tribunal that the 
water is under State regulation and 
open to the public domain. And the 
public has as much right to shoot 
game birds on it as the owner of the 
property through which the channel 
runs, rules the Supreme Court Jus¬ 
tices.

Four big parades will be added fea¬ 
tures of the California Apple Annual, 
which will be held at Watsonville 
from October 7th to 12th. The first 
parade will be the school parade on 
Tuesday, the 8th, which is Monterey 
and Pacific drove day. 

Three thousand school children in 
decorated floats and arranged in 
novel forms will march through the 
streets for handsome prizes. On 
Wednesday, the 9th, Salinas day, will 
be seen the automobile parade with 
over 1000 machines in line, decorated 
in all sorts of fantastic and beautiful 
fashion. On Thursday, the 10th, Santa 
Cruz day, will be held the civic and 
military parade. All the fraternal or¬ 
ders in floats or foot brigades, a regi¬ 
ment of soldiers from the Monterey 
Presidio, 1000 strong, will be in line.

The J. Pierpont Morgans are going 
to spend the coming winter at Mon- 
tecito, Santa Barbara’s fashionable 
suburb. 

With 1400 volumes on the shelves 
the Hollister Free Library has been 
opened. The library has occommoda- 
tions for 15,000 books. 

The Napa Fruit Company has made 
a new departure for that part of the 
State when it started a shipment of 
200 tons of dried prunes for Hamburg, 
Germany. 

Authorities of insane asylums in 
England have written to Agnew ask¬ 
ing for the methods used in the mili¬ 
tary training of insane men at that 
institution, with the announcement 
that asylums there will try the train¬ 
ing as a cure for insanity. 

Just two years, almost to the hour, 
from the time that its plant was 
blown up by dynamite, the Los An¬ 
geles Times published the first edi¬ 
tion of the paper printed on the site 
of the wrecked building. The Times 
was wrecked by dynamite at 1 o’clock 
on the morning of October 1, 1910. 

Flagman Richard Maynor, stationed 
at the crossing at Dead Man’s Curve, 
near the Oakland mole of the Key 
Route system, witnessed the narrow 
escape from death of Benjamin Cur- 
taz, a piano and musical instrument 
dealer of San Francisco, and his wife 
and son, and a few seconds later 
dropped dead of heart failure. 

The outlook for the orange crop in 
Northern California this season indi¬ 
cates that there will be about 75 per 
cent of a normal yield, say experts. 
The first oranges will be shipped about 
the middle of October, but the harvest 
will not be in fell swing until Thanks¬ 
giving time. Heavy winds blowing 
blossoms from the trees in May caused 
the shortage. 

While the excessive heat of early 
September did considerable damage to 
California’s apple crop, the apple out¬ 
put this year will be greatly in excess 
of last year’s according to the Septem¬ 
ber report issued from the State Hor¬ 
ticultural Commission. Except in 
Fresno county, where the crop will be 
about 15 per cent heavier than last 
year, the grapes have not done well 
this year and will be considerably 
lighter than in 1911. 

According to reports of the officials 
of the State Game Farm, located just 
outside the limits of Hayward, 1190 
pheasants and 180 turkeys were liber¬ 
ated during the months of August 
and September in the following coun¬ 
ties: Monterey, Santa Cruz, San 

Benito, Solano, Tulare, Fresno, Las¬ 
sen, Placer, Napa, Mendocino, Ala¬ 
meda, Sonoma, Nevada, Del Norte,, 
and Humboldt. Some birds were also 
placed on Goat Island. 

Preparations are being made by 
Warden James Johnston of Folsom 
State Prison to open a school within 
the penitentiary, and to this end he 
held a conference with State Super¬ 
intendent of Public Instruction Edward 
Hyatt recently at the prison. The 
Warden will establish a graded school 
and all those prisoners who are in need 
of education will be taught. The State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
has agreed to furnish all the school 
books possible for the purpose. 

For the first time in their lives, two 
brothers, both past middle life, met at 
Fort Worth, Texas. They are L. D. 
Stephens, aged 77, president of the 
State Bank at Woodland, Cal., and D. 
W. Stephens, aged 58, of Forth Worth, 
secretary of the Texas Manufacturing 
i Company.

PREJUDICE SHOWN r 
IN DYNAMITE CASE 

McMcnigal Pleads Guilty When 
Trial Opens at Indianapolis 

The lines upon which a jury is to be 
chosen for the trial of forty-six de¬ 
fendants accused of complicity in a 
widespread dynamite conspiracy 
against employers of non-union labor, 
were indicated in the examination of 
reniremen. 

The trial was begun before Federal 
Judge Anderson at Indianapolis, Ind., 
and the original number of fifty-four 
indictments, head’d by Frank M. 
Ryan, president of the International 
Association of Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers, was reduced to forty- 
six. The Judge withdrew charges 
against three men, another defendant 
was absent because of a broken leg, 
Ortie E. McManigal pleaded guilty 
and another defendant was reported 
“not found”; John J. and James B. 
McNamara, serving terms in a prison 
in California, also reported “not 
found.” 

Veniremen were examined by Sena¬ 
tor Kern and William N. Harding for 
the defense and by District Attorney 
Miller for the Government. 

At the outset of the trial Ortie E. 
McManigal pleaded guilty. Eugene A. 
Clancy and Olaf A. Tveitmoe of San 
Francisco pleaded no* guilty. All the 
other defendants at their arraignment 
last March had pleaded not guilty. 

A motion to set aside the order con¬ 
solidating the cases, made on behalf 
of the defendants, was sustained. This 
separated the various indictments, but 
left the defendants to be tried to¬ 
gether. 

McManigal’s plea qualified him as a 
witness for the Government, for which 
purpose he had been imprisoned for 
eighteen months. But it occasioned no 
surprise, for he already had confessed 
to his operations as a member of the 
McNamara “dynamiting crew.” 

LOOTER NOT DUPE 
OF AGED CONVICT 

Detectives Declare Adams Is 
at Head ot Counterfeiting 

Secret service operatives, taking 
note of the effort of George Edward 
Adams, the paroled assay office loot¬ 
er, to respresent himself as the dupe 
of seventy-year-old John C. Webbei 
in the plot to manufacture counter¬ 
feit silver dollars in a mint estab¬ 
lished by them near Kent, say that 
all the evidence they had gathered 
Showed Adams as the principal. 
Adams, they say, supplied the old 
man with money, obliged him to ac¬ 
count for every penny, and gave him 
instructions about all his conduct 
The secret service men say that 
Adams and Webber apparently de¬ 
cided upon the counterfeiting scheme 
while they were both in prison, and 
Adams set Webber to work as soon as 
the old man was out of prison at the 
end of his term. Webber makes no 
deniel of his nr t in the ' lot and will 
plead guilty 

the elder brother joined in the rush 
for gold to California.

Rafael L. Hermandez, Minister of

The arrest in San Francisco of Mor¬ 
ris J. Zimelli, a clerk in a drug store 
at 899 McAllister street, on a charge 
of violating the State poison law, by F. 
A. Sutherland of the State Board of 
Pharmacy, is considered by the Board 
i to be the most important since the 
big crusade against the traffic carried 
on a year ago. The Board also be¬ 
lieves that it has destroyed the chief 
source of drug supply to the habitual 
users. He alleges that he caught Zi¬ 
melli in the act of selling an ounce of 
morphine at a price of $11 to a fiend. 
Securing a search warrant, he 
searched the drug store and discovered 
fifty-fie ounces of morphine and seven 
ounces of cocaine.

SULTAN PREPARES 
TO MEET ENEMIES 

With the exception of Roumania, 
the Balkan countries are placing their 
armies on a war footing, but no step 
has been taken inxlicating an out¬ 
break of hostilities. 

A dispatch filed at Constantinople 
announces that the Foreign Minister 
was without any communication with 
Bulgaria or Servia and no definite 
move in the way of combined action 
nn the part of the great powers has 
been made. 

Short of actual hostilities, however, 
the situation could hardly be worse. 
The report that Turkey had decided 
to seize all Greek vessels in Turkish 
waters has an especially warlike ap¬ 
pearance, while it is further reported 
that Greece is about to proclaim the 
annexation of Crete—an act which 
Turkey has repeatedly declared 
would be considered a casus belli. 

Italy’s programme in the event of 
war in the Balkans has not been 
mapped out. It is known, however, 
that the Italian navy will play a 
prominent role, indirectly aiding the 
Balkan coalition by preventing Tur¬ 
key from moving troops out of Asia 
Minor. To this end the Italian fleet 
will keep its full strength in the 
vicinity of the Aegan Sea. 

Troop trains are leaving Belgrade 
(Servia) for Nish and other garri- 
Bon towns near the Turkish frontier. 
Many business hefuses .in the city 
have been compelled%o close on ac¬ 
count of their employees having been 
order to join their regiments. The 
street railway service also has been 
suspended, as it is worked largely by 
army reservists. The owners of au¬ 
tomobiles throughout Servia have 
been ordered to surrender them im¬ 
mediately to the military authorities. 


IT W. Hall of Newport Beach, Cal., 
is defendant in a suit for $10,000 as a 
consequence of his heroism on Janu¬ 
ary, 13th, when single-handed he gave 
battle to a band of obbers and put 
them to flight afte- ley had looted 
the bank and were a R to make away 
with a large sum of money. Hall 
opened fire on the bobbers with a shot¬ 
gun and while he was in action a fish¬ 
erman named Bradley Tremble got in 
the line of fire and received a charge 
of birdshot. Tremble entered an ac¬ 
tion against Hall, asking for $10,000 
for the damage done him. 


Fire totally destroyed the grammar 
school at Menlo Park, entailing a loss 
of $30,000, on which there was but 
a nominal insurance. Of the total 
loss $25,000 is on the building and 
$5000 on the equipment of the school. 
The fire started from work that some 
painters were doing in burning off the 
old paint preparatory to repainting 
the building. Nothing is known as yet 
as to what provision will be made for 
the pupils of this school until another 
building can be constructed, this be¬ 
ing the only one at Menlo Park. 
There was no one in the building at 
the time it was destroyed.

r. It Wielded a Strong but .. 
\' Silent Influence ' *

To me, a city business man. there 
Is nothing more delightful, by contrast 
with my accustomed tumultuous life, 
than a country library. There is no 
need in one of these secluded nooks 
for the card used in city reading 
rooms, on which is printed the word 
“Silence!" a word which seems to rec¬ 
ognize the fact that there is turmoil 
about and »a great effort is necessary 
to keep it out. 

Being nervously tired, my physician 
recommended me to go to a quiet 
place and rest. I chose the village of 
B.. where no summer boarders were 
to be found, and. finding quarters In a 
private family, settled myself down 
for a season of do nothingness. At 
first the sensation of idleness was 
pleasant, but I soon grew tired of it. 
and one morning passing the town 
library, a dainty little building built 
for the purpose. I went in. 

The librarian was sitting at a table 
with books in piles about her. The

door closed behind me noiselessly, and 
my footsteps made no sound on the 
rug that led from it to the desk. 

“I shall be in this town for awhile.”

There was 
in that condition only the germ of hu¬ 
man good buried in brutality. As we 
advance the good increases, while the 
brutality drops off." 

I was amazed to have come from a 
great city, with Its Intellectual stars, 
to a country town to find this feminine 
philosopher. 

“But pardon me,” she continued; 
“my time belongs to the library. How 
can I serve you?” 

“By permitting me to go into one of 
these alcove tombs—or columbariums. 
as the Romans called the receptacles 
of the urns that held the ashes of their 
dead—and enjoy the books.” 


“Your simile is Inept.” she replied, 
smiling. “These shelves do not hold 
the ashes of authors The volumes 
would better be typified as phono¬ 
graphic records." 

“Right, but even that simile falls, 
for the book—or the phonographic rec¬ 
ord—is only a medium through which 
the dead lives." 

Keeling that I had taken up as much 
as or more of her time than was excus¬ 
able. I left her. entered one of the 
“columhariums” and began to nose 
over the books. But I found that these 
living-dead persons were cold, while 
the librarian was full of life and 
warmth. Between me and the former 
there was nothing but a mental con¬ 
tact. while the latter drew me by a 
It vine force. I tried to banish the 
girl and take hold of the books, but 
found the latter tasteless beside the 
former. Finally I took up a literary 
urn on the cover of which was the 
name of Nathaniel Hawthorne. In It 
I found that which permitted me to 
read and dream while I read. I dream 
ed of the librarian. I created In my 
dreams of her something between the 
living In the flesh and the living in 
the paper and which partook of the 
earthly parts of neither. 

J was sitting in an easy chair read¬ 
ing and dreaming when I was sudden¬ 
ly recalled to myself by seeing the 
librarian standing before me. 

“I am sorry to disturb you,” she 
said. “It is an hour past the time for 
closing. I would not interrupt you. 
but I have duties at home as well as 
here.’’ 

“Why did you not call me before?" 

I asked, looking up at her half dazed. 

“I found some odds and ends that 1 
could as well attend to. and I did not 
need to call you.” 

“Nonsense. You were too good to in¬ 
terrupt me.” 

A slight flush was all the reply I re¬ 
ceived. I left her pinning on her hat 
and went out feeling that my doctor 
had sent me to the right place. In the 
library I would find rest and refresh¬ 
ment. In the books I would find 
friends, while in the librarian I would 
have an ever present companion, both 
in the eflsh and in the spirit. 

I went to the library every day and 
stayed each day till I was ashamed to 
stay any longer. The librarian was 
very good to me. and when I made 
excuses to draw her Into chat instead 
of doing her work she did not repulse 
me. I found the quiet of the place with 
Its presiding divinity restful as well as 
delightful. I disliked to have any one 
come in to break the seclusion. And 
when now and again some man’s so¬ 
norous voice resounded from the walls 
and rolled through the alcoves It seem¬ 
ed very much out of place. 

I remained at B. as long as I was 
able to be absent from the city, then 
bade adieu to the library and the li¬ 
brarian. I told her at taking leave of 
her how grateful I was to her and it 
for the rest I had received and exacted 
a promise from her that If she ever 
came to the city she would let me 
know of her arrival. My transition 
from the quiet I had enjoyed to the 
turmoil of a metropolis grated on me. 
but I soon got used to it. and within 
twenty-four hours after my return I 
was again Immersed in business. Then 
the library and the librarian were for¬ 
gotten except after the work of the day 
was over and I laid my head upon my 
pillow for a night’s sleep. 

During the winter I received a tiny 
envelope containing a card with the 
name engraved on It of Miss Mildred 
Trask and an address. Who was Miss 
Trask? Where had I met her? I 
could not remember. However, I call 
ed on the lady and was received by— 
the librarian. 

I had long looked forward to this 
meeting, but now it was realized I was 
disappointed. Miss Trask did not 
seem to be the same person. I was not 
able in the new surroundings to resume 
the relationship that had existed be 
tween us in the retreat at B. in which 
I had passed so many dreamy hours. 
My remarks were perfunctory, and her 
replies were equally so. I noticed that 
she, too, showed disappointment. 1 
fancied she blamed herself for sending 
me her card. This when I began to get 
up some degree of cordiality put a 
damper on my effort. 

To make matters worse, 1 was obliged 
to leave the city the next day to be 
gone during the whole period of her 
visit and was thus prevented from 
showing her that attention I would 
have liked to show her. As I took 
leave of her her hand lay passive and 
without warmth in mine. I tried to 
say something genial, but she did not 
help me. I wished she hadn’t come or 
hadn’t sent me her card. 

I found it Impossible to let the mat¬ 
ter rest and wrote Miss Trask a letter 
saying—untruthfully—that I was not 
very well at the time of her appear¬ 
ance in the city, and since my enforc¬ 
ed absence had prevented my showing 
her any attention I wished she would 
come again. She replied that there 
was no probability of her soon being 
able to leave her duties at the library. 

The matter troubled me to such a de 
gree that when the next summer came 
on X determined to spend my vacation

James H. Barry, editor of the Ban 
Francisco Star, in the issue of Sep¬ 
tember 14th tells how he was tricked 
into signing the petition to have the 
bill to legalize racetrack gambling. 

With this understanding, Mr. Barry 
signed gladly, and got others to sign. 
Later on he learned that he had signed 
a petition to give the racetrack gamb¬ 
lers opportunity to resume operations. 
Of the incident, Mr. Barry says in The 
Star: 

“We signed this initiative petition, 
and we did so under the supposition 
that the bill was what it purported to 
be, a throttle tor gambling in Califor¬ 
nia. It appears, however, that there 
is a‘bug’ in the measure, and that it 
really was designed to foster racetrack 
gambling in this state.” 

Barry’s friends are inclined to re¬ 
gard the incident as a good joke on 
Barry, for Barry and Barry’s paper 
have for years been uncompromising¬ 
ly against the rafcetrack gamblers. 

It is a joke—if a piece of deception, 
misrepresentation and trickery can be 
regarded as joking. 

And Barry in not the only citizen 
who helped put the gambling bill on 
the ballot in the belief that he was 
supporting an anti-gainbling measure. 
Hundreds were, in the same manner, 
tricked into signing the petition. 

And casual reading of the bill con¬ 
vinces the average person that it is, 
as the gamblers pretend it to be, a 
measure to prevent racetrack gamb¬ 
ling, when its real purpose is to re¬ 
store the evil in California. 

By the same trickery by which the 
the necessary signatures were secured 
to have the bill submitted to the voters, 
the gamblers hope to secure favorable 
action upon it. 

The gamblers and their supporters 
will all vote for the gambling bill for 
what it is. But these cannot muster 
the necessary voles to restore race¬ 
track gambling in California. Honest 
men and women v/ho oppose race¬ 
track gambling must be tricked into 
voting for the gambling law or it can¬ 
not be carried. 

The gamblers hope to get these men 
and women to vote for their measure 
just as they got Editor Barry to sign 
for it, namely, by representing it to be 
what it is not. 

The bill has been worded to make 
its purpose appear to be to surpress 
racetrack gambling; the title by which 
it goes on the ballot declares the meas¬ 
ure an act to prohibit pool-selling and 
book-making. And yet, under its 
provisions, racetrack gambling will be 
revived in California. And for such 
is the measure intended. 

Under the Initiative Amendment 
to the Btate Constitution a majority 
of the vote cast for an initiated meas¬ 
ure makes it a law. The gambling 
element will vote for the initiated law 
and work for it. 

Opponents of racetrack gambling 
must cast more votes against the 
gambling law than the gamblers suc¬ 
ceed in securing for it, or racetrack 
gambling will be established in Cali¬ 
fornia by vote of The People. 

The gamblers, with millionsat stake, 
regard the passage of this measure as 
the most important matter before The 
People—more important than the elec¬ 
tion of judges, more important than 
the election of the President. They 
will labor for the passage of the meas¬ 
ure tirelessly. 

Only by determined effort on the 
part of those who oppose the evils of 
racetrack gambling—and their votes- 
can the bill’s passage be prevented.

The cigar industry of Manila is prac¬ 
tically suspended.

The Health Department of Tacoma 
confiscated and put out of business 
all public drinking cups, in accord¬ 
ance with the State law which went 
into effect a few days ago.

A national highway from Washing¬ 
ton via New York to San Francisco 
to be completed by January 1, 1915, is 
being agitated in Washington, D. C!
